The United States Steel Corporation 
yesterday started the movement, fore- 
cast in Tue Timzs-last week, of declar- 
ing extra dividends out of current large 
earnings for the benefit of the Red Cross 
Fund of $100,000, 000, ‘The Directors de- 
eclared .an’ extra disbursement of 1 per 
cent. on'the ¢ommon stock, amounting to 
$5,808,028, which will be paid to the own- 
ers: of, the stock late next morith with 
the suggestion that the checks be turned. 
over to’ the Red Cross. Aftér thé meet- 
ing Chairman Elbert H. Gary ‘issued 
this statement : ‘ 

‘The Board of Directors at a special 
meeting today déclared ‘an extra divi- 
dend of 1 per cent. on the common stock 
payable July 28 This dividend was de- 
clared in response to the request of 
many stockholders to declare an extra 
dividend to enable them to contribute 
to the large fund which it is sought. to 
obtain for Red Cross army purposes, 
under the auspices of, the American Na- 
tional Red. Cross.. 

“ The dividend checks will be sent to 
stockholgers with .a statement of the cir- 
cumstances which influenced the action 
6f the board and the disposition. of the 
dividend willbe left: eritirely with the 
stockholders in aceordanct. with their in-

LON DON, June 12, —Information —

Fragments of Woman’s Garments 
Found In Cocchi Cellar. 


Mrs. Grace Humiston, attorney for the 
family of Ruth Cruger, the missing Har- 
lem High School girl, obtained a. permit 
from Police Commissioner Woods yes- 
terday to dig in the. cellar under: the 
motor cycle shop of Alfredo Cocchi of 
542 West 127th Streét, who disappeared 
about the same time Miss Cruger was 
missed, and has since gone to Italy.
